While Joe Mullen was 
tearing the Footscray

But the story would be in- 
complete if referee Gary 
Power didn’t figure promi- 
nently in at least a few 
chapters. 


There was the most blatant 
shirt-pulling I've seen in a long 
time, the most obvious pushes 
in the back, trips, mistimed 
tackles that decked opponents 
and. body-checks that simply 
elicited a play-on signal from 
the referee. 

But don’t for one minute 
think that one of the sides 
clearly was disadvantaged by 
Power's display. Adelaide Ju- 
ventus won this game on merit. 
It clearly was the better side 
and thoroughly deserved its. 
Win, but it has to be said that 
the decisive goal came in con- 
troversial circumstances. 

There was nothing contro- 
versial about the penalty that 
Power awarded in the 76th 
minute. Mullen had made one 
of a number of stunning runs 
into the JUST area only to be 
tripped by an ill-timed and 
clumsy challenge from Rade 
Barjaktarevic. Quite rightly, 
referee Power immediately 
pointed to the spot. 

Up strode Serge Melta to de- 
liver the killer blow but JUST 
goulkeeper Zoran Nikitovic 
tipped Melta’s attempt wide. 
Power ordered a retake, ruling 
that Nikitovic had moved early 
and here the controversy crept 


in. 

Zdravko Lujic, JUST's only 
effective striker, charged up to 
Power to remonstrate with him 
as did a number of JUST play- 
ers. Power was unmoved. So 
too Melita. He strode up to the 
Spot a second time and expert- 
ly planted the ball past Nikito- 
vic to make it 3-2. 

Ihe game was only nine 
minutes old when Vlado Bozin- 
ovski gave JUST the lead. Er- 
nie Tapai had slung over a 
great cross from the left which 
was headed on by Latif. War- 
ren Spink charged in at the 
back post and slid down but 
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couldn’t get what surely would 
have been a decisive touch. 
But Adelaide Juventus couldn't 
clear effectively. The ball was 
played back into the area. 
Viado Stosic won it in the air 
and Bozinovski hit it on the 
turn, sending it low past Willie 
McNally and into the far 
corner 

JUST was on the rampage 
now. It was to be its best period 
of the match. It should have 
gone further ahead in the 17th 
minute 

Lujic Shrugged off a chal-

seem like a freak. A visitor from outer 
space. Or a figment of George Lucas’s 


imagination. 

When the 1968 European Cup final gets a rescreening (SBS-TV 
this Saturday) the younger generation won't believe what they 
will see from Manchester United winger John Aston. 

As they hardly could when they saw Gento’s precocious wing 
play during the re-screening of the 1960 final last year. 

As for us of a different generation who will certainly believe 
it, it will be a different source of wonder. 

What has happened to wingers? 

After all, wingers were a simple tool with simple qualities. As 
Aston shows, habitually destroying the Benfica right back 
Adolfo, all they needed was an explosive burst of acceleration, 
close control in flight, and an ability to make the accurate 
cross. 

Which most players today have in abundance. 

When I pondered over this recently a top NSL coach told me 
the advent of the sweeper destroyed wingers. 

But, being more naive in these tactical matters than qualified 
coaches, I then wondered how, in all the 20 odd years since Alf 
Ramsey's wingless men won the World Cup, no technical genius 
has come up with the strategy to permanently counter the 
sweeper and re-establish once and for all the beauty of wing 
play. 

I know that one particular turn in the game's evolution since 
then had been the use of the overlapping defender. 

That is, the winger would move inside, taking his man with 
him, leaving space for the fullback to burst through and make 
his cross. 

Already, in Ramsay’s team, that was happening with Cohen 
on the right and, at times, Wilson on the left galloping forward 
as pseudo wingers creating defensive confusion. 

But, either because coaches have worked on a counterplan to 
that strategy or — more likely — fullbacks with the talent to 
transform inte wingers are few, the pattern had not evolved to 
be particularly permanent. 

Frank Arok, as we know, favors fullbacks who are more 





To younger men, 20 years or less, he will ; 
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Where are the wizards of 


wingers than fullbacks. But don't we know how hard it seems 
for him to find them? (Although he may have found one in the 
revitalised Wally Savor. Don't be surprised to see him back in 
the squad). 


And we also saw, from the way Czechoslovakia played, that 
the system so richly reliant on attacking fullbacks can be beat- 
en. Simply by playing with wingers. 


In the first game in Melbourne, both Jennings and Postecog- 
lou were forced on the back foot by the wingers that confronted 
them. Had they ventured forward as they had hoped, and surely 
were planning to do, the two Czech flankmen may have run riot. 

So they held back, hence Australia’s futile attemps to break 
through the middle and the need, later, to bring on the likes of 
Kalantzis to add strength to the Australian flanks. 

Wing play is stil] devastating and still the most deadly way to 
beat an entire defence. Simply because humans are not 
equipped to be very efficient while running backwards. 

Once a winger manages to reach the byline the defenders, not 
matter how good, are helpless. They are caught running back- 
wards, facing the wrong way and the attacking target men in 
the middle breathing down their necks are at a devastating 
advantage. Facing the ball, running forward, all they have to do 
is tap in. 

Among our resources there are two young men whom, forced 
by the needs of efficient wing play, I can see spotting a more 
permanent place in the Socceroo lineup. 

Chris Kalantzis and Frank Farina are both at home on the 
flanks. Both are superbly quick, strong and aggressive. 

If Frank Arok can get away with getting a maximum amount 
of wingplay out of Jennings and Postecoglou maybe he won't 
need them. 

But if he can’t, and the Czechs proved that he may not be able 
to, he may be forced to make Kalantzis and Farina regulars 
rather than just youthful reserves.

He was sent off for a bru- 
ta] head butt upon Denmark’s 
Jesper Olsen with three 
minutes remaining of the 
opening game. 

The resultant three-match 
suspension was seen by many 
as being far too lenient. Eligi- 
ble to play in the final against 
Spain, he had to wait until the 
72nd minute before being 
brought on as a substitute and 
immediately made an impact 
when moving up the right flank 
and producing a magnificent 
cross which Michael Platini 
headed narrowly wide. 

The Championship finals 
then showed two aspects of 
Amoros — the impetuous hot- 
head who committed an ap- 
palling foul directly in front of 
the referee and the world class 
attacking full back. 

Thankfully, when Mundial 
‘86 kicked off the former had 
been subdued and the latter 
was emphasised in Mexico.
